North America was free from 
rabies in 1601 when this country's 
first settlement was . established 
in Virginia. 'Not until 152 years 
later, 1753, was the disease- seen 
here; it appeared in', that first 
settlement in Virginia; By 1CG0, 
the disease had spread; to most 
of the states east of the Missis- 
sippi River.- The disease rapidly 
crossed the continent and 
pearM. in California in 1898. 

"During this period there : were 
reports concerning encounters 
with rabid skunks. These tales 
describe skunks attacking oxen, 
Horses and dogs of settlers. In 
fact, entire mining camps were 
routed by the animals, the min- 
ers fearing the bites more than 
the odor. 

Every one of the 50 states ex- 
cept Hawaii has been host to the 
disease at one time or another. 

And what of today? Three 
states reported no rabies for the 
entire„year of 1968, the most re- 
cent year for which national fig- 
ures arc available. Illinois was 
not one of these'; in fact, only six 
states exceeded this state's, total 
of 143 cases. 

Rabid dogs and cats present 
a much greater i public health 
problem than other animals- 
True, , only about 10 percent fm 
the rabid animals each year are 
dogs and cats but .65 percent of 
the human exposures are from 
contacts with a rabid dog or cat. 

The 1969 total of 104 cases 
breaks down like this:. dogs, 2; 
cats, 5; foxes, 8; cattle, 19; 
skunks, 68; and, bats, 2. Thus, it 
can be seen that many other spc- 
' cies, besides dogs, are infected.

— Increase municipal library tax from .12 
to .15. 

r-? Increase library district tax from .12 to 
.15. 

—Increase county general tax from .10 to 
; .30.

It could happen when a neigh- 
bor plants, a tree or. a building 
contractor rushes to complete ex- 
cavation for the new house down 
the block — a solid 'clank* of 
metal hitting metal. 

That simple 'clank* could 
mean the end of the cake baking 
in someone's gas oven or a chilly 
spring evening without household 
heat for the family next door, 
warn officials, of Northern Illi- 
nois Gas Company. 

There were nearly a thousand

John Hughes, Waukegan dis- 
trict manager, said the company 
will install an electrostatic pre- 
cipitator on its unit number 6 for 
service in 1971. When.it is in 
service, all seven regularly op- 
erated Waukegan units will be 
equipped with highly efficient air 
pollution ' control devices. The 
precipitator has been ordered 
from Research>Cottrell," Inc.

"The Waukegan unit with its 
new precipitator will collect over 
99 per cent of the ash in the 
coal," Hughes said. "The pre- 
cipitator operates much the same 
way that static electricity on. a 
comb attracts bits of paper. 'An 
electrostatic charge is estab- 
lished in the stack that attracts 
dust particles to metal plates. 
From there the particles are 
funnelcd to hoppers and collected 
for removal. This program will 
bring the station well under the 
newly enacted air pollution cri- 
teria in the state."

In the last 40 years Edison has 
spent over $50 million on its air 
pollution-control program/. The 
air pollution control project this 
year at Waukegan generating 
station is part of a clean air. pro- 
gram Edison will carry out in 
the next five years that will cost 
over $35 million.' 

"Edison has had a long-stand- 
ing commitment to improve the 
air quality standards at its Wau- 
kegan generating station. About 
15 years ago we installed precipi- 
tators, on the station's largest 
units, Precipitators and related 
equipment were also installed .at 
a cost of about $3.6 million "to 
1958 -and 1962 when two more 
units were added at Waukegan. 

Hughes said that when the cur- 
rent project is completed- next 
year, Edison will have spent over 
$8 million to equip Waukegan sta- 
tion with air pollution control de- 
vices that will result In cleaner 
air for its ncigbors. -
